inning. It was not only a matter of 

calculation with Mr. Dickens, it was a 
matter of pride. His books were his 

children; he did not want them m a 
stranger's hand, nor subject to the ar- 
thority of anybody but their au- 
thor. The copyrights were much dis- 
persed, and, when it became known that 
Mr. Dickens was bent on buying them 
up, the price, which was already high, ad- 
vanced very considerably. The British 
book publisher is just as capable of driv- 
ing a hard bargain as his American rival, 
and Mr. Dickens had to pay dearly for 
his discovery of that interesting fact. At 
last he carried his point, and held in his 
own grasp, by a good legal title, all his 
earlier writings. Wim the later he had 
never parted. Every six months Messrs. 
Cnar MAR & HaLL handed in their ac- 
counts. It was Mr. Dickens who settled 
‘the terms of publication, the form in which 
each successive edition should appear, and 
all other details. What is called the 
Charles Dickens edition was his idea and 
his favorite, not on account of its beauty 
or readableness, for it is printed compact- 
ly in small type, but on account of its 
cheapness. What pleased him was that 
everybody should be able to buy a complete 
set of his writings, and so he had them 
all condensed into about seventeen vol- 
umes, separately published and sold at 
three shillings and sixpence each. He 
understood the market, studied it, and 
adapted the supply of his books to the 
demand. He said four years ago that the 
copyfight of each one of his books became 
every year more valuable; that is, brought 
in more actual money. It is to be regret-

It 1s to be observed that, when an English- 
man has learned to care for that, he seems 
to care for it almost more than for what is 
said and thought of him at home. 

Sudden as his death was at last, it can 
hardly be called unexpected. His friends 
knew that he had had a grave warning, 
graver than the public had been allowed.to 
suspect. When his physician ordered him 
last year to break off his readings, and 
when he failed to appear at Preston, even 
after his audience had begun to assemble, 
there were some who felt the disappoint- 
ment so bitterly that they complained 
aloud. “He might have read just once 
more,” said some of the most thoughtless 
and most exacting among his admirers. 
But he stood at that moment on the brink 
of the deep gulf down which he has just 
gone plunging. He was threatened then 
with the attack of apoplexy which at last 
seized him and. struck its one swift, fatal 
blow. Yet he was a man so robust and 
energetic that it was difficult to believe 
him Capable of illness. His physicians 
knew the truth. They knew that he had 
overtaxed his strength, great as it was, 
and that the sole medicine which could 
prolong his life and, perhaps, leave him to 
die years hence of some less dreaded mal- 
ady, was rest. But he could not take it. 
It was as necessary to him to work as to 
breathe. If he gave up for a time one 
form of intense exertion, he turned to 
another scarcely less unremitting.

Rejection of the San Domingo Treaty. 

There is a shadow upon the hearth- 
stone of the White House.

The Natchez Ten Miles Behind the 
Lee at Memphis. 


GREAT EXCIFEMENT. 


Memrnis, July 2.—The exeitement lu re- 
gard to the race increases hourly. The bet- 
ting is very heavy, with little odds in favor 
of either. Experienced steamboatmen claim 
that the Natchez has a great advan- 
tage in the river hence to Cairo. As there is 
no telegraph office between here and Vicks- 
burg except Helena, and as they will not 
probably reach there before tour o’clock, 
nothing can be learned. Several boats will 
leave at 4 0’clock with excursion parties to 
meet them. Ample arrangements have been 
made here for coaling. Tugs will be sta- 
tioned in the middle of the river at eight 
o’ciock, with barges to supply them without 
having to stop. 

Mrmpwis, July 2—As neither the Lee nor 
Natchez made any landing, it is impossible to 
learn any details of the race.

Women in China. 

It is a fayorite assertion that women in 
China are placed in a dependent and even 
degraded situation. The wife, it is admit- 
ted, does not experience the isolation that 
she endures in Turkey; but yet her sur- 
roundings are monotonous,and there is 
very little to elevate her in the social scale, 
or to expand the intellectual capabilites 
of which she may ed. There is: 
a large residuum of truth, mixed with ele- 
ments of ai in this assertion; for 
women have, really, considerable power 
and influence in China. Merchants often 
leave the control of their affairs in the 
hands of ‘heir windows; and in politics as 
well as in family life feminine sway is fre- 
quently discernible. We have only to 
carry our thoughts a few years back to 
recall the time when Prince Kung was 
completely at the beck of the two royal 
dowagers of Peking. Still, there are sin- 
ister influences at work w th regard to wo- 
men in China; and one of the worst of 
these is the vicious system of slavery. 
Weare assured by a writer in the Chinese 
Recorder—and we have no reason to dis- 
trust his statement—that several hundred 
girls, between the ages of four and twelve, 
are annually sold in Foochow as slaves.
